In the present 
instance, wonderful to til], the honorable 
nit tut icr for South wark hud an audience 
of no lesa than two hundred mid tifty* 
two ; and. more wonderful still, was BU|i- 
jrortcil by nn lea* than eighty-nine vote*. 
Thin look* well. It looks us 'if the House 
of Commons were beginning to be 
uihamcd of the injuaticc and cruelty 
nf It* punt inditference to Lhe co, 
lonies ; or IU if eolunial queationa 
were he/riniung to utmiit an importance 
in public estimation tu wliirb they had 
lonji been atrangersi, and to which thj 
House of ('oinmons was compelled to 
defer. 

It U) curioiiii to sec how the reaper! ive 
parties in these Parliamentary contests 
ubout the colonies, shift the ground of 
nttnek nnd recriminntion. The popiilar 
party charge colonial Krievaneea and dis- 
contents upon the negligence, the im- 
becility, or the despotism of the Colonial 
Department ; the ministerial jwrtv, on 
the other hand, lay the whole weight of 
rCMjionsibiliTy upon the Imperial Legialu- 



onartment. he nets duwa the royal assent 

as a thing already detemiiu)d. Nothing 
remain* then to be asked for bat the 
assent of the Lord* and Commons; 
and of this he is an confident 
a* the other, being perfectly aware that 
to ask is to have. 'Die only difference 
between the canes, and it ia rather • wide 
difference, is, that in the one he relies 
upon a constitutional principle, and in 
the other he relic, upon an unconaUtu- 
tional practice. He Is «Ure of the con- 
currence of hut Hove tat ox, became the 
constitution*] wild of the .Sovnt.ms U 
the will of her confidential adviacr. Ho 
is euro of the concurrence of the Ixjrdn 
and Common*. Iiecause he kno w*, from 
immemorial usage, that on qufiatLotui 
purely colonial the Lord* and Common* 
Mill not take the (rouble of thinking for 
thetnaulves, but quietly paa* the acta which 
the Colonial Muuitvr placea on their 
table*. 

To aay that thii i* wrong, palpably 
grievously, wickedly wrung, ia to utter t 
truism. To say that it u one of the 
most intolerable of all the wrongs of 
which the coloniea complain, ii 
only to any that the coloniea are inh* 
hited by a race that ha* ever been di* 
tinguiahed for its love of fair play, and 
it* abhorrence of injustice. The laws 
which the Imperial l^-gitlature call* upon 
the colonic* to obey, may be good or may 
be bad ; but the way in which those 
law* arc enacted ia enough to make even 
the beat of Ihctn offensive and insulting. 
That contemptuous indifference which 
prevent* hnnomhle member* and noble 
lords, in fheir legislative capacity, from 
bcitcnt-ing upon ui a ■ingle thought, and 
which cause* them to let the Minister 
have it all hia own way, is more offensive 
and insulting than the wont law* they 
could puis. In the case of our own co- 
lony, for example, aggrieved a* the 
colonials feel at the law which impose* 
upon them an cnormoua civil list, at the 
law which withdraws from then 
all control over the ripendilore of 
their own Custom* departmcul, 
at the law which virtually prohibit* lhe 
sale and culture of their waste land*, and 
expressly prohibit! them from taking any 
part in t hr management of their own ter- 
ritorial revenues, they fee) still mute 
aggrieved al the notorious fact that thcae 
laws were passed, nnt by the rrrsdbsw of 
Parliament, but by it* sheer imdiftrrnct ; 
not because Parliament thought them 
such laws a* the good of the colony re- 
quired, but because Parliament thought 
nothing at all about them, further than 
that they had been concocted at the 
MtnUUr'a bureau, and were ipso facia all 
that laws for the gimemmcnt of colonic! 

Wc hold, therefore, that, as matter* 
have hitherto been managed, for all the 
Act* of Parliament affecting the domestic 

Sivernmcnt of coloniea, the Colonial 
epartmcnt is immediately rnponaible. 
Wc hold also, that in thus 
practically abnegating their legislative 
powers, and stooping to become the mere 
puppets nf n Minister of Btatc, the lArda 
and Commons, especially the Cum. 
tnons, are guilty of a grots 
violation nf rimy, and of cruel in- 
justice to their colonial fcllnw.Kubjecl*. 
We say especially the Common*, became 
to them ihe colonics are more particu- 
larly entitled to Look for sympathy and 
protection : nnd yd the lower house ia 
really more indifferent to colonial ques- 
tions than the upper. And we will 
add, with all seriousness and so- 
lemnity, that if there la any 
danger of the Australian coloniea losing 
their affection for the parent country, that 
danger does nol lie in the tyranny of the 
Crown, in the arbitrary dictation of the 
Colonial Minister, nor in any oppressive 
enactments of the Imperial Ijegislatun.' ; 
no. from these quarters there is nothing 
serious tii dread; but Ihe danger lies in 
the cold, enntcmptuou* indifference with 
w hich they are systematically treated by 
the Common*' House nf Parliament.

must execute it. And if, ut strictly 
conforming to the policy of the three es- 
tates, he subjects himself to the dis- 
pleasure of the colonies, he has an 
undoubted right, constitutionally speak- 
ing, to take shelter behind his official 
obligations, and to refer Ihe murmurera 
to the higher powers in whose service the 
obloquy has hecn incurred. But while 
the colonists know that such is the 
theory, they know also that the practice 
is essentially different. 

In practice, the supreme legislator for 
lhe colnnies is the Colonial Minisier ; 
I the three estates are but the instru- 
ments for ffivin^ form and force to the 
projects of law which he bring* before 
them. Indeed, one of lhe estates 1* 
practically incorporated with his own 
official person. The Crown ia the 
Minister, and, mtUatu mit4a*dit, the 
Miniater is the Crown. When be baa 
once settled to hia own tatisf action the 
ure to be proponed for legislative 
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the 5lb October, the party continued 
ihcir journey down the vnllcv, travelling 
over extremely rough and pointed rocks, 
sometimes barely accessible. 

The eastern bills liec^me abrupt, and 
from fllMI to IHOfl feel high. Be- 
tween hills of nearly equal height Dc- 
slniction River continued its fast and 
noisy course. Hornblendie and taleose 
formations succeeded the granite. These 
formations at last liecame intermingled, 
the pearly tule scbi#t* occurring in the 
same ledges with hornblende slate. The 
former was often compact and broken into 
angular fragments. Nol only the atruc. 
lure, hut the principal fractures had a 
neurly vertical dip. In colour the rock 
varied from one like that of the verd- 
antique marble, to pale cupper-blue, or 
light green : it also passed into hypers- 
thene rock somewhat schistose, contain- 
ing pearly plates of the miner*] of that 
name. Broad dikes of porphyritic basalt 
changing the soil, occurred in two places. 

The 6th October wtu spent in ascend- 
ing and descending the rMuntaini en- 
closing the valley of Destruction River. 
Not unfrecjuonlly a pack home fell over 
backwards with his load, rolling down 
lull ; but no serious accident occurred. 

One ascent of Bl>0 feet was immediately 
succeed i-il by a descent still deeper. Hi- 
therto the rocks bad varied from taleose 
lo dark blue clay slates much contorted, 
with vertical cleavage. But at this ridge 
a coarse white sandstone and sUiceoua 
conglomerate, white or black, appeared ; 
beyond, there was porphyritic basalt again. 
The country became thinly clad ; a fine 
grassy flat, shaded by pines, occurred on 
the upper prairie of the river. On the 
Tth. blue slate and hard compact sand- 
stone, passing into a greyish green unfos- 
siliferons rock, which broke into regular 
fragments and slightly glistening with 
mica, were found cupping, by compass, 
about 68" to north-east. Across the 
stream the former rocks were horizontally 
bedded, formed a precipice 70 feet high, 
and were much n stared. The quartaosc 
grains in the sandstone were almost too 
minute for a lens. The river bowldera 
were of a greyish, or greenish, or brown- 
ish hypeVilhcoe rock, with lyenite, 
hornblendie granite, gneiss, basalt, and 
pudding-atone- 

On Hrii October, following the stream 
down, lhe sandstone was found passing 
into conglomerate. A mountain 3000 
feet high was between the route and the 
river, which was forded three times. In 
the valley the rocks stood up in ledges,

The country traversed on 'Jth October 
was hUly, ridgy, arid, and lightly clad by 
■weltered pine* and oaks. Hugged bare 
rocks enclosed the atream on both sides. 
The water was occaajonnlly green from 
the reflected colour of a variety of the 
schists below it.

;hty varus wide, and four feet deep.

After three hours* travelling, on the 
10th October, the hut over an undid* ling 
region densely strewed with pebbles, 
among which were a few blades of grass, 
a terraced ilojic si»ty feel high gave the 
parly a view over the wide plains of the 
tiacrumento. The river flat*, southward, 
eastward, and northward, were borde^ag.' 
by this terrace, which waa dittant fr ' 
the river about 121X1 yard*. After pas* »«J 
TOO yards, there was a *econd dese".**' 
of aix feet, and 400 yards beyond?* 1 , 
third of eight feet; 100 feet from 
last th* river was running bencifh beta* 
twelve feet high. Twenty feet g ,_**jBt- 
warde found tu be Lh/t^avneral height of 
the banks. j - 

It w«i the example of a plain formed 
by fluvintile action, and not or distiitct 
change of level. The lower prairie waa 
pebbly. 

Numbers of Indiana made their ap- 
pearance. They an described a* having 
thick bushy hair, descending low on the 
forehead, and tied behind with a string 
of deerskin. A loop of lhe aatne kind, 
sometimes with a bead upon it, was tied 
to the ear, A few had a deerskin, raw 
or dressed, thrown over one shoulder, or 
tied round the loim ; but the greater 
part were entirely naked. Their facna 
were painted with hlack or brownish red 
paint • tome had the forehead hlaek, a 
black triangle covering nearly all of each 
cheek, one angle being al lb* mouth ; 
other* had the ochre put on in ligaag 
lines over the forehead and cheeks, or in 
apnta with sigsag margins, The women 
had their faces, below the line of the 
mouth, taltooed. Their features were 
more regular than those of the Chinnaka 
or Columbia River ; the cheek bonca were 
prominent, the none but little enlarged, 
and hardly flattened ; the mouth large ; 
the Length of the face well proportioned to 
the breadth. They were full of je*t and 
and it was difficult to obtain 
their words, sa they began to laugh, and 
refuted to reply when questioned, think- 
ing it, apparently, all a joke. They 
valued beads, tobacco, and knives ; but 
refused blankets, and did nut care for 
powder, 

This camp was situated about 100 
mile* in a direct line from " Suiten," 
near lat. 40' 4 o north, and about liMmilea 
above the Bute, 

boon after Leaving the Camp, the 
party ascended a terrace of twenty feet, 
and half a Rule beyond reached the 
upper prairie, here reduced to a series of 
hdls of nearly uniform height, with sides 
of compact and untitled earth snd 
gravel. 

The processes of excavation and denu- 
dation by the streams of the rainy season 
have produced this feature, Though 
then dry, valleys of 300 feet deep had 
been thus eicatalcd, and become strewed 
with loose ni r i nes. The surface waa all 
gravel and stones, and made the travel- 
ling painful for horses. The general 
character of the country was aridity. 

This region fronts the hot tom land uf 
the 8acramento with slope* from 00 to 
100 feet in height, and gradually rises in 
the course of a few mil** hack to 140 ur 
t00 feet. It is properly the upper ter- 
race uf the valley. 

The pehhlea were mostly siliceous, 
many of red jasper, intersected by quurli, 
or of the taleose formation. A few were 
of porphyritic basalt and pudding-stone. 

b'iftern miles below the pebbly hilla, 

the lower dati were reached, on which 
the party encamped near the Harra- 
mento, which ia a noble stream, 100 
yards or more wide, flowing placidly 
tlong between thinly wooded hanks. 
Thii lower plain was formed nf fine 
soil, dry from the summer's drought and 
burnt over. The burning nf the prairie 
grau had generally varnished the [trhblea 
with a pyroligneciun oil, which had a 
smoky and acid taste. 

On the 13th October, the upper prairie 
waa seen to border the river with a per- 
pendicular bluff of 100 feet. It was as- 
cended ; and tor Tour mile* the route lay 
over its gravelly and deeply-intcrwctted 
undulations, At one place th* patty no- 
ticed a terrace of 36 feel, and 1100 yards 
beyond a second of Si feet, and SOU 
yard* further, lay the river be- 
tween btuiks 30 feet high. The 
lower plain wo* mostly a light- 
coloured tandy loam. After two hours, 
the Mscramento was forded in three feet 
water, and the party encamped on the 
easlem prairie, at what is called the Rear 
Camp, near the jiartllet of 40- N. The 
prainc was in part gravelly, but probubly 
producci abundantly in the wet season. 
In the course of that evening, five grisly 
bears were killed. Deer were running 
through the camp in every direction, and 
many herds of arlelnpo were seen. 
Wolves at night kept up a perjwlual 
howl, and one came and carried off from 
almgaidc th* tqpti the skin uf a bear. 
Bear itewed, hear roasted, and dough 
fried in bear-grease, composed the even-
